5) Permanent Regulatory Petition R126-19: Enhanced Administrative Process for 
NDEP Certification Programs (For Possible Action) 

NDEP is proposing to amend NAC 445A and NAC 459 to outline a process for 
implementing existing disciplinary authority that will ensure a certified individual, 
subject to disciplinary action, has a clear due process and appeal procedures.   

Recommendation: Approve and adopt permanent regulatory petition R126-19, as 
proposed, or take other action as appropriate.

6)  Cemex Construction Materials Pacific, LLC - NOAV No. 2788 (For Possible 
Action) 

Alleged failure to construct or operate a stationary source in accordance with any 
condition of an operating permit, in violation of Class II Air Quality Operating 
Permit AP1442-3826. 
 
Recommendation: Approve NDEP-recommended penalty for Cemex Construction 
Materials Pacific, LLC in the amount of $25,620.00 for NOAV No. 2788, or take 
other action as appropriate. 

7) Tahoe Western Asphalt, LLC – NOAV Nos. 2783, 2784, and 2786 (For Possible     
Action) 
 
Alleged failure to construct or operate a stationary source in accordance with any 
condition of an operating permit, in violation of Class II Air Quality Operating 
Permit 1611-3748 (FIN A1969). 
 
Recommendation: Approve NDEP-recommended penalties for Tahoe Western 
Asphalt, LLC in the amounts of $870.00 for NOAV No. 2783, $117,450.00 for NOAV 
No. 2784, and $10,000.00 for NOAV No. 2786, totaling $128,320.00, or take other 
action as appropriate.
